Regulation  Made  Pursuant  to  Section  42 
OF  THE  “  Teachers’  Pensions  Act  ” 

1.  These  tables  are  to  be  used  to  determine  the 
amount  of  retirement  annuity  purchased  by  addi¬ 
tional  or  increased  contributions  made  on  and  after 
January  1st,  1951,  by  employees  who  have  made 
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at  least  eleven  monthly  contributions  to  the  Retire¬ 
ment  Annuity  Account  by  that  date,  and  to  whom 
the  “  Teachers’  Pensions  Act  ”  applied  on  Decem¬ 
ber  31st,  1950,  and  by  all  contributions  made  by 
employees  to  whom  the  said  Act  becomes  appli¬ 
cable  on  and  after  January  1st,  1951,  or  who  had 
made  less  than  eleven  monthly  contributions  to  the 
Retirement  Annuity  Account  by  that  date. 

2.  These  tables  show  the  contribution  necessary 
to  provide  a  single  life  annuity  of  $10  per  month, 
commencing  at  age  65  in  the  case  of  males  and 
age  60  in  the  case  of  females.  Upon  adoption  of 
these  tables  the  use  of  Table  A  and  Table  B  in 
regulation  approved  by  Order  in  Council  No.  142, 
dated  January  20th,  1948,  shall  be  discontinued  in 
respect  of  the  purchases  defined  by  paragraph  1  of 
this  regulation.

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature
